The purpose of seeking a reissue patent is to place original dependent claims 4 and 7 
into independent form. Original independent claims 1 and 5 include a recitation to an 
acridinium ester of a general formula (2). However, the specific ester of dependent claims 
4 and 7, dependent on independent claims 1 and 5, respectively, does not fall within the 
scope of general formula (2) of the independent claims. 

Therefore, due to their dependencies on independent claims 1 and 5, dependent 
claims 4 and 7 raise possible issues under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, 35 
U.S.C. §112, fourth paragraph, and 37 C.F.R. §1. 75(c) for failing to further limit the subject 
matter of a previous claim. 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.175(a)(2), we state that all errors being corrected in the
